Sir: 

In accordance with 37 C.F.R. § 1.181, Applicant respectfully requests that 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (PTO) withdraw the holding of 
abandonment for the above-identified patent application. 

The PTO mailed Applicant an office action (Exhibit A) for the application 
on June 1 1 , 2003. A reply to the office action was due in the PTO on or before 
September 11, 2003. Applicant transmitted by facsimile to the PTO a reply 
(Exhibit B) to the office action on September 5, 2003. Exhibit C shows a copy of 
a report from Applicant's sending unit confirming transmission of the reply to the 
PTO.

As a result, the PTO erroneously 
abandoned the application. Accordingly, Applicant requests that the PTO 
withdraw the holding of abandonment so that Examiner Wilson can consider the 
application on its merits.
